Ireland, contrived to market it with 
profit and success. The Siberian “' gom- 
been man” was routed, and credit societies 
paved the way for markets, and the 
markets brought consumers’ leagues into 
being. To-day the Siberian societies have 
their own line of steamers and a bank in 
London. In the first year of the war, in 
spite of the internal convulsion of Russia 
and her, isolation from Western Europe, 


they did a business of eighteen million 
dollars.
